For over 20 years the 
public changing rooms 
at Nell’s Point have been 
an eyesore, but that will 
change after the Vale 
Council struck a major 
deal with a developer. 

Next Colour Ltd 
recently completed the 
refurbishment of the 
1930s cinema at Oyster 
Wharf at the Mumbles to 
a very high standard and 
the council is optimistic 
that a development of 
similar quality can be 
delivered on the Island. 

Cllr John Thomas, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, said that it was 
another step in making 
the Island a ‘p rem i er 
destination’. 

“Bringing new high 
calibre restaurants to 
Barry Island will further 
boost the area and help 
cement its reputation as 


a first-class seaside 
resort. 

“We hope it will make 
the location even more 
appealing to residents 
and visitors alike. 

“The council has 
committed significant 
resources to upgrading 
the Island over the last 
few years and it’s 
encouraging to see that 
commitment lead to 
private investment in the 
area.” 

Next Colour CEO 
James Morse said the 
company planned to 
deliver something to 
match the outstanding 
location. 

He said: “We are 
delighted to have been 
appointed by the Vale 
Council to redevelop the 


former changing rooms 
above the beach at Nell’s 
Point. It’s a fantastic site 
on one of Wales’ best 
blue flag beaches. 

“We intend to develop 
a cluster of beachside 
restaurants with stunning 
views over the bay.

1 HAVE read the 
numerous 
articles 
regarding the 
proposed licensing 
of the biomass plant 
at Barry Dock. 

I think the threat of 
licensing and start up has 
been hanging over all 
heads for far too long. 

What right does the 
Vale Council have to 
make decisions that 
could possibly blight this 
area for years to come? It 
should not have even 
allowed this company to 
put the foundations down 
let alone allowed it to 
build this plant in such a 
densely-populated area. 

The people of 
Palmerstown, Sully, 
Lavernock, Dinas 
Powys, Cross Common 
Road, Sully Road, 
Redlands Road, (North 
Penarth) and Cogan have 
suffered various smells 
for many decades from 
such plants. 

We have had airborne 
smells from Midland 


Silicons, the Wolf Plant 
at BP, Dow Corning, 
Blagden Chemicals at the 
BP site and others on the 
same site, plussmells 
from the Welsh Water 
treatment plant at Green 
Lane (Cog Moor). 

Now Welsh Water 
wants to erect a high 
chimney at the extension 
to its plant in Green 
Lane. The days of this 
pollution should be long 
gone, but they are not. 

The prevailing wind 
takes these smells up the 
increasing elevation from 
the Dow Corning 
complex, across Cog 
Moor, up and over Cross 
Common Road, up to 
Hazelhurst then 

descending to Cogan 
where it has a ‘down¬ 
drafting’ effect. 

This biomass plant 
and the Welsh Water 
chimney need to be 
stamped on with a very 
big boot before we all 
start to suffer from the 
effects.

Barry will be 
home to Wales’s 
smallest theatre 


WALES’S smallest theatre 
could shortly be opening in 
Barry after getting support 
from the Vale planning 
committee. 

Proposals for a magic theatre on 
Barry’s Island Road had been 
recommended for refusal because of 
planning officers’ concerns about the 
shopfront looking unused during 
daytime hours. 

However, councillors over-turned 
the recommendation, asking officers 
to work closely with the applicants to 
ensure that the new theatre meets all 
necessary criteria to open with a 
temporary licence as a magic theatre. 

Councillor Nic Hodges, who had 
asked the application to come to 
committee for debate rather than be 
decided by officers, welcomed the 
decision. 

He said: “This is a unique 
application for a small magic theatre 
that can bring new acts and new 
vibrancy to Barry. 

“I was concerned when I heard that 
officers recommended refusal, and I 
am glad that we have been able to 


find a way, fingers crossed, for them 
to get the permit to open. 

“I am pleased to say that this was 
all done without hypnotising the 
committee! 

“More seriously, if this application 
had not been granted, then I would 
have been worried that we would 
have lost this opportunity and be left 
with an empty shop instead - 
something that nobody wants. 

“As Wales’ largest town, it is a bit 
of fun for us to have Wales’ smallest 
theatre.” 

Fellow member of the planning 
committee, Cllr Ian Johnson, added: 
“The Vale Council should be 
supportive of local entrepreneurs who 
want to open businesses, and provide 
them with the support to do so from 
all parts of the council. I hope they 
will be able to conjure up the 
appropriate conditions so that the 
theatre can open as soon as possible.”

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Head chef from 
Barry wins national 
care home award 


A HEAD chef from 
Barry who cooks for 
a variety of cultures 
has won an award 
for transforming 
the cuisine at a care 
home with 

restaurant-style a la 
carte menus. 

Anthony Dyer may 
have only been at 
Penylan House 

Community Nursing in 
Cardiff for just over a 
year but he has 
impressed both staff and 
residents with the 
restaurant quality food he 
serves up on a daily 
basis. 

In what is his first 
head chef role, the 42- 
year-old has to produce 
both kosher food for 
Jewish residents and 
halal food for Muslim 
residents, as well as 
meeting numerous 
dietary requirements, 
such as puree and 
diabetic friendly dishes.

Catering in Care bronze 
award at the Wales Care 
Awards 2017, during a 
glitzy ceremony at City 
Hall in Cardiff. 

The prestigious 
national awards, run by 
Care Forum Wales and 
dubbed the ‘Oscars’ of 
the care industry, 
acknowledge the hard 
work and exceptional 
performances of those in 
the sector. 

Anthony said: “It 
came as a big shock, I 
really didn’t expect it, 
but it’s a nice shock that’s 
for sure. I’m very proud. 

“It’s nice that the 
residents appreciate the 
time you put in and also 
the rest of my staff, who 
are all so hard working. 
You can’t do it all by 
yourself, you need a 
good team, which is what 
I have got. 

“I’ve always loved 
cooking and creating 
dishes. My uncle was a 
head chef and I’ve had 
relatives who have run 
cafes and worked in 
hotels. It’s in the blood.” 


Probus Club learns 
about the hospital 
on Rat Island 


ON December 5, Keith Moger 
recounted to the members of 
Dinas Powys Probus Club 
‘The Story of Hospital Care in 
The Capital of Wales.’ 

After 40 years as a senior manager 
and administrator working for South 
Glamorgan Health Authority and Bro 
Taf Health Authority, Keith has an 
unrivalled knowledge of the growth 
and development of care in south 
Wales. 

Once retired, Keith decided to 
research in detail the history of 
services in the city and pointed out to 
the members that it was inevitable that 
more care would be needed, as the 
population of the city grew from 
4,672 in 1881 to 170,000 by 1901. 
Before the NHS was established in 
1978, hospitals were a rag-bag of 
independent care centres. 

As the name suggests, voluntary 
hospitals were funded by public 
donations, money being raised 
through ‘hospital days’ and street 
processions. 

An early hospital of this nature is 
now Cardiff Royal Infirmary. Local 
Authorities concentrated on 
establishing asylums, treating those 
with mental health issues. 

It would not have been unusual for 
patients to spend their whole life in 
such places, with little contact with 
their families. Lansdowne and 
Whitchurch hospitals were originally 
of this type. 

Poor Law hospitals provided care 
for the very poor. Doctors employed 
at other centres provided care free

when they could find time to visit. St 
David’s Hospital in Cowbridge Road 
was one. 

St Winifred’s in Romilly Crescent 
was a private hospital and was one of 
the very few to resist being taken over 
by the NHS. 

The Welsh Memorial Association 
hospital in Castle Street was 
originally a sanatorium to treat 
patients suffering with TB, but during 
World War One, it turned to fitting 
soldiers who had lost limbs with 
artificial legs. Later, it moved on to 
providing radiography treatment. It 
was the first of a string of Welsh 
sanatoriums, including Sully Hospital 
established in 1936. 

As a major supporter in 
establishing Cardiff Royal Infirmary 
in 1823, William Diamond’s name 
was carved on the stone entrance arch, 
where it is still visible. Unfortunately, 
doctors, for the sake of brevity, 
referred to it as ‘Will Di’s’, which 
caused great consternation to patients 
being sent there. 

Keith mentioned three further 
hospitals of interest; Ely Children’s 
Hospital was a care home for children 
with learning disabilities but in the 
1960s, it was the centre of a national 
scandal alleging ill treatment and lack 
of care for the children. A fortunate 
outcome was a national 
reconsideration of the treatment these 
children needed. 

A cholera sanatorium was built on 
Flat Holm island to isolate sailors 
suffering from the disease from 
landing in Cardiff and in 1866, the 
hulk of HMS Hamadryad was towed 
to Rat Island in the Taff river and 
fitted-out as a hospital for seamen 
arriving in Cardiff suffering from 
tropical infections. 

Dr Henry Paine was in charge, and 
treatment was funded by a levy of two 
shillings on shipping entering the 
docks. 

The vote of thanks was given by 
Haydn Jones, a retired GP, who had 
himself spent time training in many of 
the hospitals mentioned by Keith.

A wander in Wick 
for Penarth and 
District Ramblers 


A GROUP of 22 
walkers turned out 
to join Geraint from 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers in 
the village of Wick 
at the start of a walk 
that took in many of 
the traditional stone 
stiles this area is 
known for. 

Setting off by road 
past the village green and 
following part of 
Valeways Millennium 
Heritage Trail through 
green meadows, the route 
led them through Monks 
Wood where trees were 
planted by villagers to 
commemorate the 
Millennium and the site 
is managed by the 
Woodland Trust. 

A quiet road, farm 
track and fields brought 
them to the wide clifftop 
above Traeth Mawr and 
joining the Wales Coast 
Path, more stiles led 
them eastwards along the 
cliff, while gazing at the 
massive Nash sandbank 
slowly being uncovered 
by the receding tide in 
the Bristol Channel. 

Dropping steeply 
down to Cwm Nash for 
morning coffee on the 
pebble beach 

overlooking the Nash 
Brook, which was 
forming a cascade over 
the rocks, it was time to 
continue their journey 
along the wide sandy 
Nash beach to Nash 
Point. 

Scrambling uphill 
over slippery rocks into 
Cwm Marcross across 
the man-made stepping 
stones over the brook and 
over a footbridge, they 
followed the road up 
through Marcross village 
past the pretty 12th 
century Holy Trinity 
Church. 

Re-entering fields 
there were grand views 
of the Nash lighthouse, 


which together with a 
smaller western 

lighthouse first showed a 
light in September 1832, 
in order to protect 
mariners from the 
treacherous sandbank 
and rocks in the channel 
where there had been 
many wrecks over the 
years. 

Passing Parc Farm and 
following a muddy 
woodland track, their 
lunch stop came into 
view, the lovely 12th 
century St Donat’s 
Church dedicated to St 
Dunwyd, which lies in 
the shadow of the 
medieval St Donat’s 
Castle, built by the 
Stradling family who are 
honoured by a memorial 
in the Lady Chapel. 

Refreshed, it was time 
to move on by road 
before heading west 
through ploughed and 
cropped fields to Llan 
Road, then more fields to 
the delightful barn 
conversion at Lower 
Monkton. 

Spotting the old 
windmill of Melin Du 
away in the distance, it 
transpired that by the 
time they reached 
Church Road, they had 
crossed a total of 17 stiles 
since lunch, so heading 
back to the Star Inn 
where they received a 
lovely warm welcome, 
refreshments were 
enjoyed while watching 
the remaining 30 minutes 
of the Wales v South 
Africa rugby match and 
the glorious win under 
the Welsh belts rounded 
off a superb day.

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SS Great Britain: 
the ship that 
refused to die 


BARRY Yacht Club enjoyed 
an entertaining talk recently 
by retired naval commander 
Philip Unwin on the SS Great 
Britain. 

Commander Unwin’s enthusiasm 
for this ship captured our 
imaginations and you could have 
heard a pin drop as he narrated his 
way through the life and times of this 
incredible ‘gracious lady’. 

Her life began as the epitome of 
style and elegance; she would become 
an Australian emigrant ship and bulk 
carrier for coal and what seemed to be 
the saddest of ends, a rusting wreck 
scuttled on the shores of the Falkland 
Islands awaiting her final demise with 
the prospect of the Atlantic Ocean as 
her final burial ground. 

However, this was one plucky girl 
and when the opportunity came to 
rescue her and bring her on a pontoon 
over 8,000 miles back to her 
birthplace in Bristol Harbour, she 
showed her mettle in more ways than 
one. 

This was an iron ship that had the 
temerity to tame the wild ways of the 
Atlantic to sail up the river Avon and 
return once more to the very dock in 
Bristol Harbour that was her 
birthplace in 1843, and 127 years 
later, she was back on her final 
incredible journey: restoration to her 
former glory. 

Today she stands in her maritime 
museum with up to 200,000 visitors a 
year. 

Commissioned in 1839, and 
launched by Prince Albert in 1843, 
she did not start her career until 1845. 
She was stuck in the harbour for 18 
months as a result of harbour 
authorities failing to increase the 
width of the locks after the ship had 
been widened to accommodate the 
installation of a screw propeller. 

She was to become the first ship to 
combine an iron hull with screw 
propulsion and indeed it would be fair 
to say that she is the ‘Great 
Grandmother’ of all ships of this ilk 
today. 

Her engineering team was headed 
by the visionary engineer, Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei. 

When finally completed in 1845, 
she was the largest ship in the world 
at 98 metres in length and 1,000 
tonnes heavier than any other ship that 
had previously been built. Like other 
steam ships of this time, her 
propulsion was supported by sail 
power. She had four decks and could 
carry 360 passengers. 

In 1845, she became the first steam 
ship to sail the Atlantic on her maiden 
voyage from Liverpool to New York 
which she completed in 14 days. 

After some major changes as a 
result of storm damage, she 
commenced a second season with two 
more successful round trips before the 
ill-fated third journey of that year 
when, due to navigational errors, she 
ran aground on Dundrum Bay off the 
coast of Northern Ireland. 

There she remained for 11 months 
before she was able to be floated free. 
However, the cost of doing this 
exhausted the company’s reserves and 
she was sold for a mere £25,000. 

The new owners gave her a total 
refit and used the opportunity to make 
further improvements to strengthen 
her. She made one more voyage to 
New York before being sold again. 

Her new owners, Anthony Gibbs 
and Sons, saw the opportunity that 
Australia would present to them and 
she was given a third refit to increase 
her passenger numbers up to 730 and 
for the next 30 years, beginning in 
1852, she would become an 
Australian emigrant sailing ship. 

The only interruption to her time 
on this route was when she acted as a 
troop ship carrying soldiers during the 
Crimean War and Indian Mutiny. 
Another of her claims to fame was 
when she carried the first English 


cricket team to tour Australia in 1861 
(which England won). 

If this had been the total of her 
career nobody could have argued that 
she had not had a full life. However, 
this girl was not giving up her days 
dancing on the high seas and in 1881, 
she started a new career transporting 
bulk coal. 

Her final embarkation would be 
from Penarth, shipping coal to 
Panama in 1886, but after an on-board 
fire, she was found to be beyond 
repair when she docked at Port 
Stanley in the Falkland Islands. 

She was then used as a floating 
warehouse - a coal bunker of all 
things, and this she would continue to 
do for 50 years until 1937 when she 
was unceremoniously towed to 
Sparrow Cove, scuttled and 
abandoned. 

Her decks would see nothing more 
than the picnics of locals in the years 
to come and her hulls would become 
one of the finest breeding grounds for 
local mussels, until 1970. 

This was when the SS Great 
Britain project was formed. Chaired 
by Richard Goold-Adams and 
supported in great part by the 
wonderful philanthropy of Sir Jack 
Hayward, they agreed to salvage this 
ship following a survey that 
concluded that she could be re¬ 
floated. 

A submersible pontoon, the Mulus 
III , was chartered together with a 
German tug, Varius II, and sent to the 
Falklands in February of 1970, 
arriving there in late March. 

By mid-April, the grande dame had 
been re-floated and was on her way to 
Port Stanley to prepare for the final 
great voyage of her career. 

On April 24, she said goodbye to 
the Falkland Islands which had been 
her home for the last 84 years. There 
was a great sadness amongst the 
locals as she had become a part of 
their very landscape. 

She arrived in the Bristol Channel 
off Barry and Penarth on June 22 that 
year, after a voyage of 8,000 miles. 
Bristol-based tugs towed her (still on 
her pontoon) to Avonmouth Docks. 

She was then taken off the pontoon 
and in what must have been one of the 
most memorable moments of her 
career she sailed once again, truly 
afloat, up the River Avon to Bristol, 
passing under her designer’s most 
famous construction, the Clifton 
Suspension Bridge. 

If Brunei could have witnessed that 
day himself, he would no doubt have 
shed a tear or two to see two of his 
greatest life’s works paying the 
ultimate homage and respect to each 
other. This was the place to be on that 
particular day in 1970 and all who 
witnessed the moment would never 
forget it. 

In the years ahead, she was restored 
to her former glory and now resides in 
her dock with a plate glass ‘sea’ at her 
watermark and is in every respect the 
peacock she had once been in 1843. 

On the night of the talk from Cmdr 
Unwin, Her Majesty the Queen had, 
earlier that day commissioned the new 
aircraft carrier HMS Queen Elizabeth 
at Portsmouth when the White Ensign 
was raised. 

It is interesting to think that if ships 
had DNA, then this wonderful new 
aircraft carrier would certainly be 
carrying some of her distant relative’s 
genetic instructions, and that SS Great 
Britain would be smiling down on her 
and saying: “Go for it girl, the seas 
are waiting for you, and once you get 
there make sure you have a dance for 
me”.

Barry Men’s Forum’s 
railway nostalgia trip 


MEMBERS of 
Barry Men’s Forum 
were entertained by 
Michael Wilcock 
with his video of 
heritage and 

current main line 
railway rolling 
stock. 

The opening shots 
were of the ex-Barry 
scrap yard locos, one 
being 5043 ex-GWR 
Castle Class The Earl of 
Mount Edgcumbe - fully 
restored and now used on 
main line heritage trains. 
It was built in 1936 
before being consigned 
for scrap in 1963 to 
Woodhams Bros of 
Barry, then rescued in 
1973 for restoration at 
the Birmingham Railway 
Museum at Tyseley. 


This was followed by 
a video of a new build 
main line locomotive 
built to a design by the 
late engineer Archie 
Peppercorn, hauling 
trains at various locations 
such as Cardiff, 

Newcastle on Tyne, 
Paddington and the West 
Somerset Railway. 

A brief history of the 
class 66 freight 

locomotives followed, 
which were built in 
Canada, most arriving at 
Newport Docks around 
the turn of this century. 

The last of this class of 
locomotive was named 
Evening Star, a reminder 
of the last steam 
locomotive carrying the 
same name now 
preserved at the National 
Railway Museum at 
York. 


Library’s

The highlight of 
Michael’s visit was a 
short video of the new 
class IET800 diesel- 
electric units, now 
replacing the ageing HST 
trains on the Great 
Western Railway 

between Penzance, 
Swansea, and London 
Paddington. 

This is a fine 
testimony to the last 
major build of passenger 
rolling stock built by 
British engineers during 
the mid 1970s. They will 
probably have at least a 
further 10 years in 
service.

Brexit talks have 
reached a milestone 


THE process of exiting 
the European Union has 
reached a milestone. 

The news that agreements 
have been reached on the 
essential matters of citizens’ 
rights, Northern Ireland and the 
financial settlement means that 
the first phase of negotiations 
has been concluded. This 
landmark point has been 
widely reported on, with 
several media outlets giving 
their view on that which has 
been decided and what it will 
mean for us here in the UK. 

As the MP for the Vale of 
Glamorgan, I wish to clarify 
the agreements reached and 
how they will affect local 
residents. 

An agreement has been 
reached with the European 
Commission on the three 
important issues that the 
Government has been 
discussing in the first phase of 
the negotiations: citizens’ 
rights, the financial settlement 
and Northern Ireland.

A financial 
offer has been made by the 
Government to the EU, the sum 
of which is money that we 
would have paid anyway. The 
Prime Minister has been clear 
that this offer only stays on the 
table while agreements are 
made; if there is no agreement 
then our offer falls away. 

The agreement on Northern 
Ireland is vital to the union of 
the United Kingdom. Both the 
UK and the EU have pledged 
that there will be no hard 
border between Northern 
Ireland and Ireland. The best 
way to avoid a hard border is to 
negotiate the right trading 
relationship between the UK 
and the EU and that is what we 
will now be able to do as we 
progress to phase two. 

As with any negotiation, 
both sides have their preferred 
outcome and steps must be 
taken by all to meet in the 
middle. The milestone that has 
been reached in recent days has 
proved promising and has 
demonstrated that a positive 
post-Brexit relationship is in 
the best interests of the EU and 
the UK. y

NEWS FROM THE 
FONMON APIARY 

Planning 
to create a 
new colony 
next year 


HAS winter finally 
arrived? Single 
figure temperatures 
and even some 
snow would suggest 
it has. 

However, yet to come 
are wet and windy 
weather patterns 

accompanied by double 
figure temperatures, and 
such conditions will 
certainly encourage the 
bees to venture outside. 

In the main, there is 
much less external 
activity. However, when 
favourable temperatures 
do occur, out come the 
bees. 

Here at Fonmon, all 
colonies are well 
provisioned and have 
had Varroa control 
treatment earlier in the 
year. 

The mesh floors allow 
dead mites and hive 
debris to fall into the 
trays under them and 
yield information to the

beekeeper as to the 
position of the colony 
within, and gives some 
idea of the mite 
situation. 

I still have a swarm 
box up in a tree 
alongside the main 
apiary, and it is 
occupied. There was 
some interest shown in 
acquiring this swarm 
from two people but that 
never happened, and it is 
my intention to lower 
them down and site them 
in the main apiary. 

This cannot be done 
until there is a prolonged 
spell of cold weather that 
will confine the swarm 
to their box. If I try to 
move them while they 
are still active, the flying 
bees will keep returning 
to the location that they 
occupied before the 
move i.e. the tree, and 
will perish. 

Once the move is 
carried out and the 
swarm survive the 
winter, it will be next 
spring before any 
internal inspection can 
be carried out. The 
swarm box is really only 
a temporary home and 
the bees within should 
be transferred to a proper 
hive as soon as possible. 

Once they are at 
ground level and in the 
apiary, they will stay as 
they are. Because the 
swarm box is only 
temporary, it does not 
hold a full complement 
of frames, there is a lot 
of space within. The 
bees will have built 
comb to fill the space 
and provide themselves 
with living and storage 
space. 

A swarm is pre¬ 
programmed to build a 
new home and they do 
precisely that. The 
downside here is that of 
instead of the new comb 
being built in nice 
wooden frames, it will 
be attached to what is the 
roof of the box and when 
it comes time to inspect 
them, the lifting of the 
roof will also lift the 
attached comb - it will 
be interesting, to say the 
least. 

Care and patience 
should see a successful 
outcome; it will be tricky 
and as I hope to have a 
new beekeeper present 
who will be giving this 
swarm a new home. 
Some beekeeping know¬ 
how will be passed on. 

Meanwhile, I have 
repairs to the apiary 
structure to carry out. A 
new entrance gate is 
long overdue, the 
workbench is collapsing 
and the vegetation 
requires cutting back. 

All will be done 
before spring arrives and 
before the beekeeping 
year picks up once 
more - 

watch this space.

W HEN a 

person dies, 
someone, 
usually a family 
member, has the 
responsibility of 
dealing with that 
person’s estate.

struggle to understand 
how someone who has 
voluntarily left their job 
can be in line for a pay¬ 
out of more than the 
Prime Minister’s salary.

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James Franco’s telling of 
the making of The Room is 
anything but a Disaster... 


T here are 

many films that 
can be 

described as being the 
worst film ever made; 
however, only one has 
adopted that mantle 
and embraced it, and 
that is Tommy 
Wiseau’s The Room. 

A film that is 
genuinely awful, it has 
nonetheless picked up a 
cult following (and made 
something of a hero out 
of director/writer/actor 
Wiseau) and now the 
making of the film is 
chronicled in The 
Disaster Artist. 

Directed by James 
Franco, it tells of a 
meeting between Greg 
(Dave Franco) and 
Tommy (James Franco) 
at an acting class. When 
the pair move to Los 
Angeles to try and 
further their careers, 
Tommy uses his savings 
to make his passion 
project, The Room, after 
Greg suggests the only 
way they will star in a 
film will be if they make 
it themselves. 

However, the finished 
product is less than 
impressive, but suddenly 
takes on a life of its 
own, one neither Greg or 
Tommy are prepared 
for... 

There’s a point, about 
two-thirds of the way 
through The Disaster 
Artist where one of the 


cast members of The 
Room, after a morning 
of working in 100 
degree heat with no air 
conditioning, shuts down 
the grumblings of her 
cast mates by saying that 
“...even the worst day on 
a movie set is better than 
the best day anywhere 
else.” 

And that is what the 
core of The Disaster 
Artist is about - the 
magic of cinema, the 
lure of stardom and 
success. Yes, it’s a story 
about one man’s 
unwitting folly, a 
negative that is turned 
(somehow) into a 
positive, but James 
Franco’s 

sympathetically-told film 
is one that strives to 
show the good rather 
than laugh at someone 
doing nothing more than 
chasing their dream. 

The real Tommy 
Wiseau is so mysterious 
that calling him an 
enigma doesn’t really 
suffice - indeterminate 
age, indeterminate 
nationality (despite his 
thick eastern European 
accent, he says he’s from 
New Orleans) and a man 
of indeterminate means 
(estimates put The Room 
as costing Wiseau 
personally $6 million). 
He’s a character ripe for 
poking fun at, but what’s 
so wonderful both about 
James Franco’s 
performance and the

way he’s written, is that 
they get to the man 
beneath the mystery. 

He’s just a guy who 
wants to be an actor, 
determined to achieve 
his goal no matter what, 
and while Franco nails 
Wiseau’s off-kilter 
personality, he never 
strays into lampooning 
him. A scene that 
features Wiseau 
interrupting a 
Hollywood producer’s 
dinner in a fancy 
restaurant runs the 
gamut from being 
hilarious to 
heartbreaking, 
beautifully conveyed by 
Franco’s superb 
performance, as he is 
given some harsh truths. 

Opposite him, his 
brother Dave delivers a 
superb turn as Greg, the 
young man caught up in 
the hurricane that is 


Wiseau, his dreams of 
making it in the film 
business masking any 
concerns he (and his 
mother) may have about 
Wiseau’s intentions or 
his lack of transparency. 

The pair’s arc treads a 
familiar path - the far 
more conventional Greg 
making a fair fist of his 
move to Los Angeles, 
while the less- 
conventional Wiseau 
struggles, leading to 
conflict - but the pair’s 
performances infuse the 
characters, and the film 
overall, with a sense of 
tenderness, just two guys 
doing what they can to 
achieve success doing 
what they love. 

Franco’s profile 
means that the likes of 
Seth Rogen, Alison Brie, 
Zac Efron, Ari Graynor 
and more all pop up in 
roles big and small, and 
they all enrich the film, 
but this hangs on the 
central turns of the 
Franco brothers and they 
deliver superbly. 

The direction is 
excellent, low-key and 
intimate but one that lets 
the story drive 
proceedings, while the 
recreations of the scenes 
of The Room are perfect 
(the credits highlighting 
just how close Franco 
has got to the original). 

Scott Neustadter and 
Michael H Weber’s 
script knows to play for 
laughs, but underpins it 


all with a solid 
foundation of making 
the laughs feel incidental 
to the story. As the film 
slips into the final third, 
and the fall comes 
before the pride, there’s 
more emphasis on drama 
as things don’t go to 
plan, but it all flows 
naturally and come the 
conclusion, as a victory 
is snatched from the 
jaws of defeat, you can’t 
help but feel pleased for 
Tommy and Greg. 

It says much of this 
film that the overriding 
feeling is one of joy - 
rather than concentrate 
on the shortcomings of 
the source material, The 
Disaster Artist revels in 
the making of it and the 
enthusiasm of people 
striving to achieve their 
dreams no matter what, 
in what is a truly 
engaging piece of work. 

VERDICT: Amusing 
and uplifting, James 
Franco’s telling of the 
making of The Room is a 
real success, The 
Disaster Artist 
compelling and hugely 
satisfying. The 
performances are 
excellent, the tone pitch- 
perfect, and its lack of 
mockery makes it hugely 
endearing, a real triumph 
of a film. Highly 
recommended.

A Winter’s tail: shocking 
reasons people why 
give up a dog revealed 


“HE wasn’t a vegetarian” or 
“didn’t like being dressed up”. 

These are some of the reasons 
given to Dogs Trust, which is 
braced for an influx of unwanted 
dogs, from owners wishing to 
give up their pet. 

Dogs Trust Bridgend is bracing 
itself for the post-Christmas influx of 
unwanted dogs and is asking the public 
to remember the charity’s slogan ‘A 
dog is for life, not just for Christmas’ 
after a year of bizarre reasons offered 
by people giving up their dog. 

The Pen-y-Fai-based Rehoming 
Centre received 18 calls a day from 
people looking to give up their dogs in 
the month following Christmas last 
year. 

Reasons over 2017 included: 

• I won a free holiday and I couldn’t 
take my dogs with me 

• I’m a vegetarian but he always 
wanted to eat meat 

• I got him as a secret Santa present 

• She was too friendly and wanted to 
greet every dog and human we met on 
a walk 

• He was panting too much 

• He didn’t like it when we played 
dress up 

• She sleeps in her own bed all 
night; I thought she would want to 
sleep in my bed. 

To bring the message home the 
charity has created a video called 
“Why I left you” with a twist which 
highlights the carefree attitude that 
some people display towards dog 
ownership. 

The charity’s slogan has proved just 
as meaningful today as it was when 
first coined nearly 40 years ago as a 
new survey reveals almost 10 per cent 
of dog owners in Wales spend less than 
two weeks researching before buying a

dog and 7 per cent confessed to buying 
a dog simply because it was a cute 
accessory. 

The survey also suggested that one 
in 15 people admit to buying or 
receiving a dog as a Christmas gift. 

Following 593 calls in the weeks 
following Christmas last year from 
people unable to care for their dogs, 
Dogs Trust Bridgend are preparing 
themselves as they expect to take in 
many dogs in the weeks following the 
festive period. 

Angela Wetherall, Rehoming Centre 
Manager at Dogs Trust Bridgend, 
explains: “In the weeks following 
Christmas last year, we received 
almost 600 calls from owners wanting 
to give up their dog. 

“That is so sad as dogs deserve to be 
treated as a member of the family. 
They aren’t disposable commodities; 
they are a huge commitment and 
should be for life.”

Instead of simply 
selling on pre-owned 
items through their 
charity shops, the 
charity’s retail team has 
created a new label, 

Handcrafted by Ty 
Hafan, which includes 
Christmas decorations, 
furniture and 
accessories, all lovingly 
crafted, hand-painted 
and sewn by a team of 
volunteer ‘elves’. 

The inspiration for 
the new label came 
from project manager 
Penny Collins, who has 
worked for the charity 
for five years. 

“I was working in the 
charity’s retail 
department and noticed 
we had some donated 
stock and materials 
which could not be sold 
in our shops because of 
damage or marks,” she 
said. 

“As I’ve always been 
a keen crafter, I couldn’t 
bear to see all these 
fabrics and items going 
to waste. I could also 
spot all these 
opportunities to make 
more money for the 
charity. So I decided to 
do something about it.” 

Penny scoured the 
charity’s warehouse and 
hundreds of bags of 
donated items to find 
the perfect materials and 
sourced discounted 
chalk paints and tools 
from her contacts in the 
industry. 

“By giving them a 
new lease of life and 
transforming these 
discarded treasures into 
decorative items or 
pieces of shabby chic 
furniture, we could open 


up a new revenue 
stream for the charity,” 
she said. 

“For example, I 
found some original 
Liberty fabric at our 
warehouse which was 
slightly marked and 
could not be re-sold. 
Using a bit of creativity 
and a needle and thread, 
we have now turned this 
into luxury vintage 
bunting, which could 
retail on the high street 
for around £20 each.” 

The new upcycled 
range, which has been 
branded ‘Handcrafted 
by Ty Hafan’, will be 
available at the charity’s 
Abergavenny 
Emporium, Cardiff 
Emporium and Penarth 
shop from December. 

Volunteers, members 
of staff, corporate 
supporters and even

NRW insists it

NATURAL 
Resources Wales 
has strongly refuted 
the suggestion it 
does not have the 
expertise to monitor 
the Biomass UK No 
2 Ltd site at Barry 
docks. 

The Welsh 

Government-sponsored 
body - its responsibilities 
include acting as a 
regulator to protect the 
environment - had come 
under fire from Plaid 
Cymru councillors in the 
Vale. 

Following NRW’s 
announcement that it was 
minded to grant an 
environmental permit to 
Biomass UK No 2 Ltd, 
the chairman of the 
environmental and 
economic scrutiny 
committee, Cllr Vincent 
Bailey, invited the 
organisation to attend a 
meeting. 

Plaid councillors 
Millie Collins and 
Steffan Wiliam took the 
opportunity to put 
questions to the NRW 
representative. 

Cllr Collins sought 
assurances from NRW 
over monitoring and 
safety and Cllr Wiliam, 
who was unhappy with 
the response, said: “It’s 
obvious from your 
answers that NRW has 
neither the expertise nor 
the capacity to monitor

even the recent blaze in 
Llandow, let alone the 
issue of dredging and 
dumping in the Bristol 
Channel, and certainly 
not this incinerator.” 

While questioning 
NRW’s representative, 
Cllr Wiliam highlighted 
what he believes is a 
potential conflict of 
interest, saying: “NRW 
sells biomass. Therefore, 
this incinerator is a 
potential new customer 
of NRW who therefore 
have a financial interest 
in approving this. 

“When such serious 
doubts are cast upon your 
ability to monitor, as well 
as your potential 
financial interest, it’s 
clear that NRW is unfit to 
decide on the granting of 
the licence.” 

Following the 

meeting, Cllr Wiliam 
reiterated his doubts 
relating to NRW’s ability 
to monitor the plant. 

He said it was Cllr Nic 
Hodges who raised the 
issue of the use of 
draining tanks as a safety 
measure, and not NRW. 


He said: “This begs 
the question, what else 
have they missed?” 

But Nadia De Longhi, 
the operations manager 
for Natural Resources 
Wales, insisted NRW 
was examining all the 
relevant material and had 
the expertise required to 
monitor the site. 

She explained: “All 
our decisions on permit 
applications are made 
after analysing all 
relevant facts, evidence 
and data. 

“At this stage, there is 
no evidence that the plant 
cannot operate to legal 
and environmental 
standards. The purpose 
of this latest consultation 
is to give people an 
opportunity to provide 
any evidence we have 
not seen or considered so 
far. 

“There is no conflict 
of interest as the plant is 
not going to burn 
biomass but chipped 
waste wood from 
household and industrial 
sources, like doors and 
fence panels. 

“Regarding the tank, it 
is not a significant 
change to the overall 
proposal and it has no 
impact on the overall 
dispersion of any 
emissions. 

“We strongly disagree 
that NRW doesn’t have 
the expertise or capacity 
to monitor the site 
effectively.” 


Council ‘looks at 

THE Vale Council is working with 
independent technical consultants 
on developing a new parking 
strategy for the county. 

The strategy will set out principles 
for addressing a number of issues 
including provision of residents only 
and other controlled parking, parking 
enforcement, the management and 
security of the Council’s car parks, 
coach parking at resorts, and the 
potential for generating revenue to 
help fund the Vale’s transport 
infrastructure through parking charges. 

Miles Punter, Director of 
Environment, said: “Some of our 
residents’ most common concerns 
relate to parking issues. 

“With ever increasing car numbers 
we must find the most efficient use of 


parking strategy’ 

space we can and this will only be 
possible through a coherent and 
strategic approach. 

“Given the Council’s current 
budgetary position, generating revenue 
that can help support our transport and 
highways services will obviously be 
part of the discussion. 

“We will be looking closely at the 
approach of other local authorities and 
in particular at successful examples of 
managing town centre parking.” 

Consultation with key stakeholders, 
including local traders, will begin early 
in the New Year and it is anticipated 
that a report setting out the principles 
for a new parking strategy will be 
presented to the Council’s cabinet in 
spring 2018.

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Honours even, but 
draw gets Barry Town 
United back on track 



BARRY Town 
United and Bangor 
City renewed their 
classic JD Welsh 
Premier League 
rivalry at the 
weekend, with 
Kayne McLaggon’s 
penalty getting the 
home side level in a 
compelling 1-1 
draw. 

The showdown at 
Jenner Park was one of 
only two games that 
survived Saturday’s 
snow and will be 
remembered for a strong 
second-half display from 
the Town that bodes well 
for the weeks ahead. 

Backed by their band 
of travelling supporters, 
who played their part in a 
sparkling atmosphere, 
Bangor arrived in good 
form, Kevin Nicholson’s 
Citizens having won 
each of their last five 
fixtures, including a 
magnificent 5-0 mauling 
of Bala Town in the JD 
Welsh Premier League a 
fortnight earlier. 

In stark contrast, Barry 
came into this Matchday 
16 encounter licking 
their wounds in the wake 
of three successive 
defeats on the road, 
although Gavin 

Chesterfield’s eighth- 
placed squad did have 
the psychological 

advantage of having 
recorded a stunning 1-0 
win at Nantporth in 
September. 

Attacking the 

Gladstone Road end, the 
first opportunity of note 
went Barry’s way, with 
defender Luke Cooper 
rising to connect with 
Chris Hugh’s left-footed 
comer, only for Bangor 
City goalkeeper Matthew 
Hall to pull out a good 
save, with Town striker 
Kayne McLaggon 

breathing down his neck. 


Midfielder Callum 
Sainty soon attempted to 
follow up and while the 
Citizens managed to 
hook the ball clear of the 
danger zone it was 
gathered by an inspired 
Jordan Cotterill, who 
quickly controlled and 
turned youngster George 
Harry inside out, before 
side-footing his effort 
over Hall’s crossbar. 

As would be expected, 
the former English 
Premier League forward 
Gary Taylor-Fletcher 
filled an important role 
for the visitors, the 
veteran demonstrating 
his class in and around 
the final third. 

After setting up a 
teammate to blast into 
the side netting, the ex- 
Blackpool goalscorer and 
play-off final scourge of 
Cardiff City would create 
an effort for himself, 
forcing a save out of 
goalkeeper Joe Massaro, 
who was making his first 
JD Welsh Premier 
League star in place of 
the injured Mike Lewis. 

Continuing to supply 
his teammates with 
quality passes, Taylor- 
Fletcher’s intelligent ball 
to Anthony Miley would 
lead to a spumed final 
effort, but the next one, 
played through to former 
Blackburn Rovers striker 
Dean Rittenburg, would 
trigger the Bangor 
breakthrough, with 27 
minutes played. 

After scoring against 
Newtown, Aberystwyth, 
Connah’s Quay and Bala, 
Rittenburg had been 
named the JD Welsh 
Premier League’s Player 
of the Month for 
November ahead of 
Saturday’s outing and the 
forward’s run continued 
as he outfoxed Chris 
Hugh and slotted past 
Massaro to break the 
deadlock. 

Despite the cold

temperatures, Bangor’s 
opener was warmly 
received by their 
travelling supporters, 
who had braved the 
adverse weather 

conditions to set up camp 
in the Jenner Park 
grandstand. 

Having failed to claim 
a point from a trailing 
position this season, 
Barry’s ability to turn 
things around might been 
drawn in question, as the 
north Walians took their 
one-goal advantage into 
the interval. 

However, the Town 
would deliver a pitch- 
perfect response, putting 
in a stirring second-half 
shift and taking the 
contest to a Bangor team 
now on the back foot, as 
500 or so home fans 
roared them on. 

Controlling with his 
chest at the edge of the 
penalty area, a looper 
from Cooper forced Hall 
into action, with the 
leaping Citizens 

goalkeeper tipping over 
his bar to deny the 
Town’s centre-back. 

Then, around the hour 
mark, a superlative ball 
over the top from Sainty 
offered Fahiya the 
chance to run on goal, 
only for Tom Kennedy to 
get to grips with his shirt, 
sending Fahiya falling to 
the ground. 

With referee Tom 
Owen awarding a penalty 
kick, McLaggon stepped 
up to the spot and the 
Town’s number seven 
coolly converted to score 
his ninth JD Welsh

season, Barry then 
pressed for a second, 


with nimble Hugh 
surging forward and 
lifting a deft delivery to 
McLaggon. 

While the striker 
would miss the target this 
time, supporters were 
encouraged by the 
Town’s play and though 
substitute Brayden Shaw 
tried his luck from 
distance, the crack 
visitors found themselves 
unable to snatch the 
breakaway winner that 
would have lifted them 
as high as second. 

Instead, it was almost 
the home team who took 
all three points; Fahiya 
finding himself in 
possession inside the 
Bangor area, only for his 
left-foot shot on goal to 
be blocked by a 
desperate defender. 

While the visitors 
introduced Australian 
striker James Demetriou 
as a final roll of the dice, 
it was too little, too late 
for a Citizens side who 
had to be content with a 
point and their first draw 
of 2017-18. 

Barry meanwhile will 
be happy to have stopped 
the rot of defeats, 
boosting their total over 
Bangor to four points for 
the season, ahead of 


Friday’s visit to bottom- 
placed Carmarthen Town 
(7.30pm). 

In his post-match 
comments, manager 
Chesterfield hailed 
Cotterill as a mercurial 
presence, with fans now 
hoping the former Ely 
Rangers standout can 
continue to shine at 
Richmond Park on 
Friday. 

Next up at Jenner Park 
will be lOth-placed 
Prestatyn Town, with 
Neil Gibson’s former 
Welsh Cup winners 
making what will be their 
first-ever visit to Barry 
on Saturday, December 
23 (2.30pm). 

From there, attention 
switches to the Boxing 
Day derby, as the Town 
host high-flying Cardiff 
Met (2.30pm), before the 
reverse fixture at 
Cyncoed Stadium rounds 
off a memorable calendar 
year. 

At the time of writing, 
Barry’s current haul of 
18 points sees them three 
clear of Newtown, 
Prestatyn and 

Aberystwyth and five 
points adrift of Bala, who 
occupy the final place 
inside the league’s top 
six.

Late penalty sees 
Barry RFC edge 
thrilling game 


AFTER three weeks without a 
game because of the autumn 
internationals, it was back to 
business for the Barry first XV 
last Saturday when they 
entertained Llanishen RFC at 
the Reservoir Field for a 
SWALEC East Central 
Division 2 league match. 

With the visitors only two places 
above Barry in the league a tough 
game was on the cards and this proved 
very much to be the case with Barry 
clinching the game with virtually the 
last kick of the match. 

In weather conditions which were 
chilly and overcast, Barry attacked 
from the kick off and put a lot of 
pressure on the visitors, with the result 
that they won a penalty for one of the 
visitors’ backs being offside. 

The 45-metre attempt by Kyle 
Baross was unsuccessful falling just 
short of the mark. Barry continued to 
attack after the restart and should have 
scored with some good forward play 
but unfortunately the ball was lost on 
contact. 

A few minutes later it was 
Llanishen’s turn to attack. Over¬ 
zealousness by the Barry eight in their 
own scrum resulted in the visitors 
being awarded a penalty which their 
full back Sam Williams duly converted 
to take a three point lead. 

Barry immediately came back at the 
visitors with some strong forward play 
but once again managed to lose the ball 
within sight of the Llanishen line. 
From the resulting scrum the ball was 
passed to the Llanishen fullback who 
found touch 25 yards from the Barry 
line with a long spiralling kick. 

A take and drive by the Llanishen 
forwards after winning the line out on 
Barry’s throw was thwarted yards from 
the line by the efforts of the Barry pack 
who managed to push them into touch. 

Barry managed to win the resulting 
lineout and the ball was passed to full 
back Richie O’Sullivan, who relieved 
the pressure by finding touch just past 
the halfway line. 

Llanishen came back immediately 
and attacked strongly but gave away a 
penalty after being stopped by a 
resolute Barry defence. The resulting 
kick, by K. Baross found touch 20 
metres from the visitors’ line. 

From the resulting lineout, captain 
James Hadfield made a powerful 
darting run towards the visitors’ line 
and came very close to scoring, but 
once again the Llanishen defence 
infringed which resulted in one of their 
players receiving a yellow card. Kyle 
Baross made no mistake with the 
resulting penalty. 

With 38 minutes gone it looked very 
much like the first half was going to 
fizzle out in a 3-3 draw. However, this 
was not the case, as one of the 
Llanishen backs was penalised for 
crossing, Baross making no mistake 
with the kick to give Barry a slender 6- 
3 lead on the half-time whistle. 

The second half started in a similar 
fashion to the first in that both sides 
had an equal share of the ball with play 
going from end to end. However, eight 
minutes into the half Barry cleared 
their lines with a long kick from 
Baross which resulted in a lineout 25 
metres from the Llanishen line. 

From the throw in however, they 
were deemed to have knocked the ball 
on which resulted in a Barry scrum. 
The ball was quickly passed to Einan 
Scott who cleverly opened a gap for 
centre Tom Perry to steam in to score 
one of his specials under the posts 


which Kyle Baross duly converted. 

To be fair to Llanishen, they did not 
let their heads drop at being behind and 
came back with a vengeance. 

During one of their attacking moves 
a Barry player transgressed and full 
back Sam Williams made no mistake 
with the kick to bring them within a 
converted try of the Barry score. 

With their confidence elevated they 
made a series of attacking moves and 
five minutes or so later their 
perseverance was rewarded when they 
scored a try from a take and drive 
movement from their forwards after 
winning a lineout. The conversion was 
successful making the score 13-13. 

Barry were clearly a little shocked 
by this change of fortune and made a 
concerted effort to get back into the 
lead. Over-eagerness can lead to 
transgression and this is exactly what 
happened a couple of minutes later 
when lock Jamie Oaten was given a 10 
minute rest for over-reacting. The 
penalty kick by Sam Williams was 
successful giving a score of 13-16 in 
Llanishen’s favour. 

On the 25 minute mark of the 
second half Barry were awarded a 
penalty well within their own half and 
from the resulting kick by Baross, they 
had a lineout 15 metres or so from the 
Llanishen line. 

A take and drive on winning the 
lineout saw Barry within metres of the 
Llanishen line only to be awarded a 
penalty when the defence unlawfully 
collapsed the drive. 

Kyle Baross made no mistake with 
the resulting penalty to bring the scores 
back level at 16-16. For the next 15 
minutes or so play went from end to 
end with no change in the score. 

With the light getting worse by the 
second and the full-time whistle 
imminent, both sides made 
unsuccessful attempts to regain the 
lead. When it looked as though the 
match would end all square, Barry had 
a penalty attempt which failed by the 
smallest of margins. 

With spectators resigned to the fact 
that it was definitely going to be a 
draw, immense pressure was put on the 
Barry place kicker Baross a minute or 
so later when they were awarded 
another penalty for offside just outside 
the visitors’ 25 and fairly wide out. 

The cheers of the local supporters 
said the rest - the kick was successful 
and Barry had won 19-16. 

From a spectator’s view this was not 
a spectacular game to watch as both 
teams were very strong defensively, 
but a win is a win and Barry were more 
than happy to take the points. 

Barry have struggled with injury to 
players over the last couple of games 
and it was good to see Rob Williams 
and Richie O’Sullivan back in the side 
after long lay-offs and Matt O’Sullivan 
having a good game on his first XV 
debut.
